If the roots are strong, 
good sized ones, I use an eight inch pot 
to plant them in. Good drainage must 
be provided, for, while the plant likes a 
great deal of moisture at its roots while 
growing, it does not take kindly to stag- 
nant water about them. Keep the soil 
moist. or wet by frequent applications 
of water rather than by confining it to 
the pot by imperfect drainage. An im- 
perfectly drained soil soon becomes sour 
and heavy, and this induces disease. 
And an unhealthy calla seldom -gives 
flowers. Plant the roots..so that the 
crown will be two or three inches 1 un- 
time young leaves will, appear: Then 
give more water, but do not keep the 
soil very moist until strong growth has 
begun. -If there-are two or three good, ; 
strong roots, do not separate them, but 
give a larger pot, if necessary. I prefer 
to grow two or three roots of blooming 
size in the same pot, because the quan- 
tity of foliage will be much greater 
than when but one root is used to a pot, 
and there will beas many again flow- 
ers. If given proper care, a pot contain- 
ing two strong roots ought to have at 
least one flower open and a bud show- 
ing nearly all of the time from Janua- 
y to April.

_ RIPE AND UNRIPE BANANAS, 


Those Allowed to Ripen’ on Tree Are Not 
the Best Flavored, ~~ - 

Whether for shipment or for home 
consumption the banana is cut as soon 
as it is ‘‘full’’—that is, when it has 
reached its adult form and size, but is 
still quite green. ‘Fhe plant is cut off 
by a single blow of a machete wielded 
‘| by a powerful arm. As it falls the 
bunch is caught, lopped off and laid 
aside, while the harvester goes on to 
the next bunch. It is a popular supposi- 
tion that bananas ‘‘ripened on the tree’’ 
are incomparably superior to those cut 
green. But, as a matter of fact, one 
neyer eats them thus ripened in Jamai- 
ca, They are said to be not so good. At 
all events, one finds no better fruit in 
texture and flavor than the best of our 
own markets. But every lover of this 
fruit knows that its quality varies ex- 
traordinarily as it is Offered to us. This 
is due partly to the different sources 
from which it comes. 

The best that is brought to us comes 


to the condition of the frait when cat 
Bananas which are. perfectly full will 
ripen. mellow and a dolicioes but those 
cut when immature, as too many are, 
will turn yellow, yet never truly ripen, 
retaining always their hard texture and 
unripe taste. In Jamaica, as elsewhere, 
the competition of buyers leads the un- 
scrupulous ones to accept fruit of any 
sort, eyen when totally unfit, and this 
‘ sort of competition makes. all the more 


-anevailing the efforts of “honest buyers | 


to raise the standard and to teach the 
people to withhold their fruit until it 
is properly developed. Americans can 
give more moral support to these efforts 
by accepting only such fruit as is ma- 
ture at any price. A little pains will 
soon enable one to distinguish good 
from poor. fruit, though it is difficult to 
gi~e a general statement of the distinc- 
tive differences. Bnt, as a rule, it will 
be found that bananas which are lar- 
gest, deepest yellow and least angular 
are the most mature and best,—Popu- 
lar Science Monthly.

It is not the frost alone that does the 
damage; the great trouble lies in the 
fact that it is. too often planted with a 
-southern exposure for protection (?) from 
frost, and in winter comes in contact 
with our warm sun, which thaws the 
foliage and tender wood almost daily, 
setting it in action only to be frozen: 
again at night. By these ‘extremes the 
tissue of the leaves is destroyed and the 
plant often dies, Ivies, like many other 
evergreens, love shade, and if given a 
northern exposure will seldom suffer 
and will need no other protection, says

' HOW WIRE IS MADE, 


Ite} Manufacture a Very Tateresting and 
Unique ‘Mechanical Process. ~ 

“The rod is received by “thé'wire draw: 
er in the form of a coil, the rod being 
of varying section and the coil of a 
weight depending upon the purpose fcr 
which it is intended. One end of the 
rod is pointed and somewhat reduced 
by machinery. The cofl is then given a 
bath in mild acid to rgmoveall oxida- 


to give a drawing surface and is finally 
dried in a proper oven, When ready for 
drawing, the pointed rod is inserted in 
one of the holes of a drawing plate. This 
plate is generally of stéé!, but some fac- 
tories use cast iron. The drawing holes 
are conical, and the rods inserted from 
the larger end. On the other side of the 
plate the pointed end is seized by pow- 
_er pinchers and pulled until enough has 
been drawn through to allow of its be- 
ing passed around and fastened to a 
drum or reel which is driven by power. 
Ot course the rod is reduced in area and 
much elongated, and this without any 


perceptible loss of metal, While passing 
through the plate itis kept Inbricated 
with what is called wire drawers’ soap 
or grease. After being drawn through 
this first hole it is put through a series 
of smaller ones until it has been brought 
down to the requisite size. But the com- 
pression and disturbance of the structure 
of the rod consequent upon these reduc- 
pone have hardened it so much that at 
certain stages it is necessary to stop the 
process.and.soften. 
ing. After this it is again washed in 
acid, etc., and the drawirg is resumed. 
Iron and the, harder grades of steel re- 
quire five or six annealings while being 
reduced to the finer gauges of wire. But 
the manufacture of soft steel and the 
details of rolling it into rods have been 
so perfected that soft steel rods can now 
be drawn into fence wire without any 
cleaning or annealing. After the final 
drawing the wire is finished in -yarious 
ways, depending upon the purposes for 
which it is intended. 

No matter of what .metal the wire 
may be composed, the same general sys- 
tem of drawing is used, varying more 
or less according to the metal. Includ- 
ing gold, silver, platinum, copper, etc., 
the commercial sizes of wire run from 
one-fourth inch to one-seven hundredth 
inch in diameter.—Cassier’s Magazine,

A Modification of a Foreign Subirrigation 
Device That Has Proved Satisfactory. 
~In many locations and where. the soil - 
is very porous the ill effects from lack 
of moisture at the roots of trees, espe- 
cially fruit treés, is apparent.

Tiles of this kind are 
made in different sizes, about 12 to 18 
inches long and of various widths. From 
five to tenof them are buried in the 
ground around a tree of fair size, and 
the liquid manure, soapsuds or clear 
water, whatever the case ‘may be, are 


| poured into them and‘ go where they 


will do the most_good, In place of these 
tiles the ‘authority quoted substitutes 


with success boxes 8.or 4 inches sqnare” 


and 15 inchés “long, with holes bored 
through their. sides at the lower half. 
They answer the purpose just as well. 
Whether resorting to these and other 
means of irrigation or not, there is need 
of a good water cart or barrel on wheels 
on every rural home. The washing suds 


and other waste. liquids’ are too valua-- 


ble as fertilizers to be wasted and too 
dangerous to be thrown upon and left 
to befoul the ground in the immediate 
vicinity of the house. Their employ- 
ment for subirrigating trees or vegeta- 
bles puts them to good use and removes 
chances of harm. Whenever we irri- 
gate, however, we should do it thor- 
oughly. A light rain only stimulates 
s té greater efforts, for with its help it 
is all the easier to reach the roots with 
our applications and does the work thor- 
oughly. 
A Word About Heliotropes. ~ 
. No special season of the. year can 


claim the heliotrope. It will be fair 
with bloom at any time for which it 


may be treated. In winter its deep pur- 


ple, light blue or lavender flowers will 
be produced freely on any warm, sunny 
window sill, and if the plants are bed- 
ded in a warm, rich spot outdoors in 
summer their growth will be luxuriant 
and the flower trusses large and beauti- 
fully colored.. American, Agricultusist 
says that if the plants used for summer 
bedding seem likely to be too large for 
the space which can be given them for 
winter. blooming, . cuttings started in 
midsummer will, form good winter 
bloomers. Or a few old plants may be 
cut back early in+fall, lifted and given 


_especial care to make them presentable 


and ready for continuous winter bloom. 
As soon as new growth and buds.start, 
liquid-manure. given once a week will 
be of much benefit. The temperature in 
which heliotropes are grown should not 
fall below 45 degrees at night, and from 
60 to 65 degrees-is a good average for 
the day. Heliotropes will not endure 
the slightest touch of frost;

Treatment of Shrubberies, 


Much depends on the condition of the. 
shrubbery in determining whether the 
ground shall or shall not be dug. Many 
old shrubberies, especially where trees 
overhang, are so crowded that the soil 
has become one mass of roots. There is 


no use whatever in such cases in at- 


tempting to dig in the leaves that lie on 
the surface, and there is no other course 
but to let them lie and decay in due 
time or cover them over with a coating 


of soil. Then there is a plan of annual- 


ly clearing out all the leaves, carting 
them away to some out of the way place 
to decay, bringing back" in their place 


the léafage of the preceding year, which, 
with other refuse, has become thorough-

of “Senate Bill or Nothing.” 


6 Some Separate Bills Passed the House, 
but Gorman Says They Will Be Soon 
Pigeon-Holed, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The long strug- 
gle over the tariff bill came to a close at 6 
o'clock last evening, when the house, by a 
vote of 182 to 105, decided to discharge the 
‘ house conferrees from further considera- 
es. tion of the bill, recede from its opposition 
“to the 634 senate amendments and agree to 
the same. 
Chairman Wilson's speech in the caucus 
was simply explanatory;~telling of the 
difficulties and:enibarrassments which the 
house conferrees encountered from the, 
outset. He informed the house that he 
and his associates had finally become con- 
vinced that it was the senate bill or noth. 
ing. Therefore, he'and his associates, 
with Speaker Crisp and other leaders, had 
i celuctantly accepted the situation. —.» 
s i ' There was a spirited discussion on the 
, question of immetiately bringing forward 
& proposition as soon as the’ tariff bill was 
disposed of to pass’ bills to put sugar, coal 
and iron ore on the free list. Thé senti- 
4 ment of those present was overwhelmingly 
; in favor of such a course and it was almost 
one immediately adopted. 
Efforts’ were made by several members 
in the caucus to ascertain the attitude of 
President Cleveland, and whether he would 
sign the measure, but no one present, not 
even Chairman Wilson, was authorized to 
say what course the president would take 
ia in the matter. His friends in the house, 
however, are confident that he will sign 

aa the bill, 

J One of the conditions that induced him 
eo consent to the senate bill was that the 
house should immediately pass a bill for 
free coal andiron ore. This is what he 
hag been contending- for_from_ the begin: 
ning. He did not approve of the free 
sugar proposition. He wanted the rev- 
enue that would be derived from this arti- 


cle. 
The Final Struggle. 


It wasa complete vietory: for the senate, 
The result grew directly out of tho sensa- 
‘ tional course of events at the senate end 
of ‘the Capitol precipitated by Senator 
Hillon Friday. Up to that time, the 
house conferrees had stood firm against 
the seriate amendments, especially on coal, 
fron ore and sugar, and the temper and 
voice of the house. were for.war to.the end, 
But the indications'that the Democrats of 
the senate might.be unable.to longer hold 
@ majority-of the votes in line foreven the. 
' senate bill, and that the bill was in terri- 
ble jeopardy, forced the house Democrats 
toimmediate action. 

The Democratic conferrees of the house’ 
atlast.. admitted. that they were. beaten 
and that another vote could not be risked 
in the senate; that it must be either the 
senate bill or no bill. 

The-whole quéstion was precipitated at 
the caucus held just before the house con- 
yened yesterday, at which, after a thor- 
ough review of the siguation and speeches 
in favor of receding by . Speaker Crisp, 
Chairman Wilson and others, if was de- 
cided to take the senate bill and immedi- 
ately afterwards’ pass separate bills plac- 
ing coal, iron ore, sugar and barbed wire 
on the free list. 

The program arranged in the caucus

the Week Ending Aug. 13. 
Boston, Aug. 14.— Following is the 
weather-crop bulletin for the past weck, 
issued by the New England weather Serv: 
ice: 


There is some complaint of a want of 
rain in northern and eastern. Maine this 
week, one correspondent in Aroostook 
county saying that on light land potatoes 
are atastandstill. Generally, this crop 
promises well, and the warm days and cool 
nights of the week are favorable for. them, 
serving to check or hold off the rust. 
_ Light showers have fallen during~ the 
week over most of New Hampshire, but 
throughout all central counties much 
more moisture is needed for the proper de- 
velopment of field crops of all kinds. The 
pastures are reported as feeling the want 
of rain as much as anything now. There 
is little feed and cows are shrinking badly. 
There is some complaintof alack.of rain 
in the northern part of Vermont, but gen- 
erally crops are growing very well. Corn 
is pushing ahead. In the.south it has a 
heavy growth and is reported to be gen- 
erally well. eared. In southern counties 
the potato crops appear greener and more 
luxuriant than common, but there are 
few potatoes in ‘the hills; there are some 
pieces damaged by blight or rust, but it is 
not general and only slight as yet. 
Conditions of drought continue in south- 
eastern and all western-central and west- 
ern Massachusetts. Pastures are drying 
‘badly and flow of milk is shortening. In 
Hampden county there is alarge growth 
of corn, and the ears are generally set well.

As a result of summing up the evidence 
the Court imposed a fine of $5 upon Ca- 
rey which he paid. 


The case of John Woods vs. John Me- 
serve for trespass was next in order. Mr. 
Meserve was represented by Attorney 
Peters of Haverhill. On the 3rd of Aug- 
ust, Mr. Meserve and others were alleged 
to have been found in the. Wood’s pas- 
ture picking berries, in consequencé of 
which the complaint was made. Mr. 
Meserve had obtained permission to en- 
ter the Foster pasture and by some mis- 
take got into the wrong oné, and upon 
being notified: of the fact left the prem- 
ises. On motion of the counsel for -the 
defendant, the complaint, which wasral- 
lowed to be defective, was quashed. .«

‘Sons of Brave Sires.’

lutionary soldiers is James Montgomery, |’ 


v thrifty, upright farmer, a native and, 
with the exception of about 11 months, 
a life-long resident of North Andover. 
He was born March 13, 1817, and witha 
sister, Mrs. Catherine Poor of Andover, 
Me,, now in her 8ist year, is the only rep- 
resentative of a family of nine children. 

He has seen no active service in mar- 
tial struggles of our country. but in 1835 
when about 18 years of age, enlisted an 
‘trained’? in the Andover artillery, un- 
der his brother, Capt. John Montgomery, 
who was afterward colonel of the regi- 
ment, Mr..Montgomery received a lieu- 
tenant’s commission. Fifty-four years 
ago. he was married to Miss Salome Day 
of Bradford, and together they are jour- 
neying..toward .the. golden-sunset.__ Mr. 
Montgomery has for several years been 
prominently connected with Cochiche- 
wick lodge of Masons.. 

His grandfather, John Mon 


omery, 
was of Scotch-Irish descent, an 


emigrant, came to Londonderry, N. H., 
and settled, establishing himself as a 
weaver. While here he, married the 


daughter of Col. George Knox, and sub- 
sequently moved to Andover, and located 
at the point—so called—on the banks of 
the historic Merrimac river. 

ro hee the war of the revolution he 
received from congress the sum of £40 
and a diamond ring, as a prentium for 
weaving the finest and best linen for the 
ruffles and cuffs of Gen. Washington and 
the officers of his army. 

The ring is now preserved for its his- 
torical worth and is in wr peng of Mrs. 
Mary Pratt, Buskirk’s Bridge, N. Y.

The water is all measured 
and d for, With three times our 
population London does not. use one- 
third as much water as Chicago does, 
simply because the water is-not- wasted. 
In Chicago the city furnishes the wa- 
ter, and every one is free to do with it 
what he pleases, and the result is an- 
archy in water.
